Rule 19 is broad in its meaning and 


under its head many charges could have 
been brought In the line of conduct unbe- 
coming an officer.

He was promoted to the iatt&f office after 
several years faithful service on a beat. 
lie is one of the most popular men on the 
force find one of the best officers.

Brief Skutrfi of HJi UU. 


'William Euatls Russell, the youngest 


candidate but'one ever elected to th.e 
offlce of chief executive of the state o£ 
llaeHachusettg, was a native of CaJn- . 
bridge. He was a son of Charles Theo- 
dore Russell, one o£ the most eminent 
lawyers/In the state, and was born 
Jan. 6, 1S5T. Mr. Russell's career had 
been remarkable from the first. He WM 
a particularly, bright lad, aad H-lwayi 
stood well In his claaaes while attend- 
ing the public schools of Cambridge. Im 
1873 he entered Harvard, whar« hft waa 
dlll&cnt In his studies, yet finding- oppor- 
tunity for athletic sporte, In -which h« 
took Great interest, and with his teach- 
ers as well as with, his classmates h« 
\vaa a general favorite. He was gradu- 
ated In 1877. and then entered the law 
school of . Boston university, finishing 
his course at that Institution In 1879 at 
the bead of his class. He won the Law- 
rence prize for the flnest essay, and de- 
livered the class oration at commence- 
ment; and he received-the first Bunrma 
cum lau'de ever given by that law school. 
In 1SSO he was admitted- to the- Suffolk 
bar, and began practice in the firm ol 
Messrs. C. T. & T. EL Russell, attorneys. .. 


Mr. Russell soon became Intereited In 


politics, as a Democrat, and his cleai 
ideas, expressed In a pleasing oratorlcaj 
manner, quickly brought h'im into notice. 
In 1S81 he was elected to the Cambridsa 
common council, and for the- two years • 
following he was a member o£ the Cam- 
bridge board of aldermen. In 1884 he 
MRS elected mayor of Cambridge, the 
youngest man ever chosen to that posi- 
tion, and for four years he continued 
in ofilce, displaying marked acumen an'd__ 
executive ability, and meeting the many 
intricate questions which cami* before 
lilm with Judgment and decision that 
^omnianded the respect and admiration 
i-ven of his political opponents. 


In 18S3 he was Induced to accept the 


Democratic nomination for governor, a 
(ecmingly hopeless fight In a state that • 
was stronjly Republican, and having as' 
a. rival a popular candidate. He stumped 
the state for Cleveland and tariff re- 
form, and reduced the Republican plu- 
rality very materially at the fall elec- 
tion. In 1883 he was again the candidate, 
making a. stalwart fight, and the Eepub-

lican nominee, ex-Governor Brackect,

barely escaped defeat. 


With that perseverance which had 


brought hlp^'success on other occasions, 
ho again fifo. tor governor In 1890, and

was elected- by a large majority, al- 
though the remainder of the ticket, with 
one exception, .was Republican. In 1S91 
he was renominated and re-elected, and 
again hn 1S32. 


Governor Rusaell was a gentleman of 


pleasing address, a magnetic speaker, 
and displayed a. maturity of Ideas and 
a knowledge of public affairs far beyond 
Ills years. He was offered the nomtna-

tion for congressman from the Fifth 
congressional district In -1SS6, but de-

clined the honor. He was presiding offi- 
cer at the convention of Democratic 
clubs In Baltimore, July 4,1868.

Better Conditions Secured to Them birth* 


Bill Recently FaEBcd by Conirress. 


Union seamen everywhere nre cele-

No. 0399, -which was the result of an 
agreement between tbo seamen, sirip- 
ovriiers and commissioner of navigation. 
Among tha most important features ol 
the bill is that relating to provisions. 
It provides for the following daily ra- 
tions: Water, 6'quarts; fresh bread. 1^ 
pounds; biscuit, oiie-lmlf pound; pota- 
toes or yams, 1 pound; sugar, 3 ounces, 
lard, 1 onnce; butter, 1 ounce. The ra- 
tions of water and bread, are exactly 
donbled, v^hile the items of lard, buttei 
and potatoes aro new. In addition ta 
these improvements, there are weekly 
rations of canned meat, 2 pounds; fish, 
1 ponud; tomutoes, 1 pound; pickles, 
three-fourths pint; pepper and mustard, j 
1 ounce each ; cornmeal, 8 ounces; on- 
ions, 12 ounces. T-he remaining items 
of flour, peas, beans, rice, coffee, tea, 
molasses, vinegar, and sa^t are increased, 
while the ration of beef and pork is de- 
creased one-fourth pound daily. Allot- 
ments arc prohibited in foreign going 
trade except to wife, mother or depend- 
ent relatives.

3Y A SWELL FEOM A PASSINL 


STEAMER. 


\bout Half the Number Res- 


cued By Steamer. 


Cleveland, July 17.—As a result of th( 


overturning of a ferryboat last night, 1, 
men are lying; dead in the morgue, anc 
It is possible that that number will bi 
augmented before the rescuers ceasi.- 
v.-ork. The accident occurred on the Old 
river bed, near the ore docks of tho 
Cleveland and Pittsburg Hallway com- 
pany. The ore handlers had just quit 
work for the day, and were waiting turn.-: 
to cross-tlie branch of the river on the 
fiat-bottomed ferryboat which they had 
provided Cor their use. A number of tlK 
men had crossed. 
TVhen the fern- 


reached the dock, the last time, at leas: 
20 men crowded upon It. The boat, which 
.Is about 30 feet long, and not more than 
four feet wide, would carry safely noi 
more than a dozen persons. The stream 
Is not-wide, however, and the hurrying 
ore handlers had no thought of danger. 
The lioat was pushed from the shore, 
and svas being propelled across the 
stream. When it was about half way 
over It capsized. All the occupants were 
thrown into the water. Those who re- 
mained on shore, alarmed at the capsiz- 
ing of the little craft, at once threw life 
preservers nnd planks to the unfortunate 
men, 
but most of them sank like lead. 


A fesv, however, managed 
to swim 


ashore, while one or two were picked up 
by a tug. The first report of the acci- 
dent placed the number of dead at 22, 
but that proved to have been an exag- 
geration. The life saving crew, -whos; 
station Is near the scene of the acci- 
dent, was summoned at once, and the 
work o! recovering the bodies from the 
river ivas begun. \Vlthln an hour 10 
corpses had been laid side by side upon 
the dock, but the life savers continued 
the work. 


After the 10 bodies had been taken 


from the water they were conveyed to 
the morgue for Identification. Follow- 
ing is the list of the dead at the morgue;

-were many pathetic scenes 


about the morgue while relatives of the 
dead men were Identifying them. It is 
believed that all the bodies have been 
recovered, though it Is possible that one 
or two more victims may be added to the 
list. 


Richard Masten, chief engineer of the 


steamer Bessemer, which the men had 
been unloading, -was on the ferry when 
It overturned. He thinks there must 
have been UO or more men on the craft. 
The boat was floating all right, he says, 
until the steamer Aragon. a big ore car- 
rier, came down the river. The swell 
from that vessel caused It to rock, and 
the men became alarmed. 
Many of 


them rushed to the Bide and Jumped 
over before the boat capsized. The wash 
from the Aragon carried them under 
the water, and several of them were 
drowned before help could reach them. 
"The men struggled frantically," said 
Masten, "to save themselves, but they 
seemed powerless. When I saw that the 
boat -was going over, I decided to stay 
with It. That Is what served my life, 
let the boat turn over on me, and by 
putting my head over over the water 
underneath.it, I escaped the swell from 
the steamer'and came out all right"

The deceased statesman had long been 


fishing the Qaspe salmon streams, and 
was here for that purposs early this 
summer, when he made a splendid c^.tch. 
On Tuesday morning, wltli nls brother. 


Colonel H. B. RuiEell, and General Fran- 
cis Peabody. Jr.. tba ex-governor passed 
through 
Quebec, 
en route for 
the 


salmon pools. He was then, to all ap- 
pearances, In perfect health. 


On Wednesday the fishing ground was 


reached without mishap, and Wednesday 
nlg'ht the party camped there, some five 
m'.les up the river. Everyone seemed to 
be In excellent spirits and health, and no 
one more so than the ex-governor. 


At an early hour yesterday morning, 


when It "was found that he -was over- 
rleeplng hlmsoLf and missing the morn- 
ins flshlnK, Mr. Peabody attempted to 
awaken the povemor. 


He was dumfounded to find him dead, 


•with a look of the most calm and perfect 
rest upon his features. Death had come, 
•without causing a shudder. 


The body was at once transported 


flown to St. Adelaide, and last nlsht the 
steamer Admiral made B. special trip to 
take the remains to DalhousLe, whence 
it gees by rail to Boston, arriving thero 
Sunday morning.

career was so brilliant, his manner so 
gracious and his personality so at- 
tractive that he was, without doubt, the 
most popular man In the state. He gave 
the best of his years and the last of his 
days to the service .of the party; loyal 
at all times, he went to Chicago to make 
a last appeal for Democracy, when Its 
life was threatened. Few know the bit- 
ter disappointment that he experienced 
because of the- platform adopted, and 
the keen mortification he felt on account 
of an unhappy incident that occurred." 


Hon. George Fred Williams said: "He 


had a very remarkable personality. He 
was an honorable opponent under all 
circumstances. In positions of respon- 
sibility he always employed himself 
with dignity, and never lost sight of re- 
sponsibility. No doubt the Intensity of 
his nature made political life a severs 
tax upon his physical system. I have 
no doubt that the strain of political 
work sapped his vigor and aggravated 
his weakness."

000 times greater than that of the earth, 
aud it? distance from us in rourd figures 
about 93,000,000 miles; and since wo 
evory Am- see the wonderful effects of 
tho heat and light which even this 
world of ours receives, we con foim 
some faint idea of the enormous amount 
of heat continually given out by the 
'sun. and the prodigious waste that must 
be going on.

1, (!00 degrees F. as the most probable 
measure of the heat at ihc surface of the 
sun has been accepted as reasonable by 
ur.iuy of the best authorities. That is 
five times tho highest temperature that 
man can produce artificially.

help of the bolometer, Professor i/angley 
estimated that the sun's heat is 87 times 
stronger than that of molten metal in 
a bessomer furnace. 
It is calculated 


th;it only something like one-half tlirec- 
hundied-and-eighty-one-millionth part 
of the sun's heat reaches ns, and there- 
fore the whole amount realiy posses 
either comprehension or calculation, and 
what becomes of the heat that goes cff 
into space is a great trouble to astrono- 
mers.

The capabilities of the ubiquitous bi- 


cyclo have never yet been measured or 
appreciated. The "new woman" came 
in on it—the "new man," too, for 
that matter—and a "new era" is being 
nshered in. on the flying wheel faster 
than any one supposes. A revolution is 
going on across our very pathways. 
That which has been feared and hoped 


for, 
lived for and died for, that which 


seemed impossible, yet inevitable, ig al- 
most imperceptibly passing. It .will be 
a new world five years hence, and the 
new motors will have created it. 


Ten years ago it was prophesied that 


our perplexing economic aud social 
problems, for which no peaceable solu- 
tion seemed possible, conld ouly be set- 
tled by the incoming of some new cle- 
ment, something out of the scientific 
world not at all known or suspected at 
the time. 
Probably not one but many 


discoveries will enter into the solution 
of our vexed problems, but none more 
effectually than those concerning loco- 
motion. 


There is nothing thn.t so individual- 


izes the unirs in society as the bicycle. 
The crowds that used' to swarm over 
street cars «nd railroad trains have re- 
solved themselves into independent 
characters'capable of going anywhere at 
their own sweet will in tho shortest 
possible duration of time. They are no 
longer at the mercy of grasping corpor- 
ations, which charge 5 cents for tho 
privilege of hanging onto a leather 
strop. They need not caro whether a car 
line goes their way or no, whether the 
employees strike or Dot, and the haughty 
demeanor, of transportation companies 
is collapsing already. 


The bicycle is a great nqnalizer too. 


For all classes ride and all meet on a 
common footing—wheeling rather—and 
a sort of sympathetic interest pervades 
among them. Eminent divines, govern- 
ment officials, millionaire businessmen," 
clerks, 
typewriter 
girls, 
mechanics, 


seamstresses, can be seen spinning over 
the bpulvarcis together. A judge is lift- 
ed to his feet by a bricklayer with 
hearty thanks, n. society belle has the 
tires of her wheel pumped up by a mar- 
ket-| boy, and strangers converse confi- 
dentially over the merits of their wheels. 
The richest man in die city baa no ad- 
vantages over a ditch digger when both 
ore "awheel." There can be no mon- 
opoly of "lines" or "rolling stock," 
Once possessed of a "bike," by hooic or 
by crook, and the servant is as good as 
the lord. 


It is revolutionizing dress. Knicker- 


bockers and short skirts are escusa.blo 
now anywhere under' the supposition 
that a wheel waits in anteroom or base- 
ment Presently the convenient fiction 
of a wheel somewhere about will bo ac 
.cepted as .an admittance guarantee to 
any assemblage. 
The convenience of 


short skirts and knee pauts will EO as- 
sert itself that riders will simply refuse 
to wear the conventional lengths, and 
with, thousands of defiant wheelers 
stalking comfortably about, what. can 
fashion do? Long draperies and regula- 
tion dress suits will be relegated to very 
exceptional occasions. 


It is revolutionizing commerce and 


tha .trades. 
Every workingman and 


woman who can possibly save nickels, 
is slowly piling them np until enough 
are gathered together to buy a bicycle. 
As u consequence, little of anything else 
is bought Clothiers, hatters, furniture 
dealers, real estate agents, theater, ice 
cream and soda stand proprietors, and 
all other men in seductive businesses 
who were once wont to attract the elu- 
sive nickel, now mourn its nonappear- 
ance. Every business is mofa or less af- 
fected ; more men have been discharged 
from languishing manufacturies than 
can be taken on in the bicycle factories. 
Until we have had time to adjust our- 
selves to the new state of affairs there 
will be trouble and the ever suffering 
workingrnan must feel the worst of it. 
Only those dealers interested in tho 
bicycle trade in some manner seem to be 
happy. 


-But by far the greatest change is to 


be an economic one in the principal 
factor of which the single wheel is but 
.on embryotic conception. 
The pneu- 


matic tire is an important item in this 
new field; compressed air, gasolina or 
like forces requiring light engines will 
do the rest Theve will be horseless car- 
riages with pneumatic tires running on 
any ordinarily decent.road; then deliv- 
ery carts and express •wagons. And as 
ingenuity and invention make advance- 
ments there will be cars large enough 
to do the heavy freight work of the 
country. These can be owned by private 
individuals or co-operative companies, 
for ownership does not- interfere with 
others' rights; they can be run over tho 
common roads, and no "right of way" 
contention will be involved. Theremust 
be. better wagon roads than .the country 
has today. But such a necessity will bo 
a blessing, for America is humiliatingly 
famous for its bad roads. There is pleu ty 
of willing labor, plenty of good material 
ont of which roads are bnilt, Surely a 
progressive people can contrive some 
way of applying these factors to their 
needs. • 


What, then, becomes of the great 


railroad monopolies, railroad specula- 
tions and all the related institutions 
which defraud the farmer and stand be- 
tween the producer and consumer every- 
where? Railroads are cumbersome, un- 
wieldy, expensive • expedients nt best. 
Biding the 'time when everything that 
wants to go anywhere will float in the 
free, vast ocean of air above our heads, 
without roads of ,any .kind, we .will 
make cse of the cheapest pathways we 
have. We will tra.-yel about on our own 
wheels or motooyoles independent of 
rates and time tables. We will send 
oway our goods in the same manner. It 
appears to me that the plan dreamed of' 
by many, economists whereby labor's 
productions may. be equally exchanged 
between productive groups .will become 
thoronghly possible. The monopoly of 
money may; be simply ignored, for a hit 
of paper.representing BO much'wealth 


that IB nco-. 


essary ns a medium of exchange.. Where, 
then, will profit nud interest, two of 
the most potent factors in exploiting 
labor, rind place? They willdieout'aim- 
ply from lack of use. 
• • 
. 


In another way will the new motors 


influence conditions. Tho monopoliza- 
tion of land, of valuable sites, the 
crowding1 together of great masses in 
cities, will become things of the past. 
No one particular site will be so valu-. 
able when access is so easy and cheap 
to. other desirable situations.. People- 
will spread out naturally when there ia 
a quick and easy method of doing sa 
Rents will go down until they will be 
almost imperceptible. 
Almost every 


spot has some desirable quality, • and 
man's taleut and labor can make this 
truer than it is uow, and the necessity 
of fighting over some coveted corner- 
will be gono. The landlord will become 
limp'y "cut of date." The usurer and 
profit maker will find -their occupation 
gone. And without anybody's ."insti- 
tuting" anything or •" establishing" a 
single theory or hobby of any kind the 
conditions for a just, happy,1 equitable 
state may normally urjd peacefully ar- 
rive.

Ho Would Destroy Trusts, Bhortea tho 
Workday and Give Llio Unemployed Work. 


The greatest evil of the time is pri- 


vate monopoly of tho sources of subsist- 
ence and of tho means and facilities for 
distribution of the surplus productions 
of the praplo. 


Tho remedy is to destroy these mo- 


nopolies and get the people employed at 
remunerritivQ wages. 


Thd source 
of subsistence is pri- 


marily the earth, or the land, if you 
please, including forests and mines. 


Laud monopoly is shown in the cen- 


sus reports.- Thirty-four per cent of .tha 
farmers, 52 per cent of all the families 
in thu country, 77 per cent of families 
in the large cities, and 94 per cent of 
families iu New York city; are renters. 
Smnll farmers are driven to the wall by 
competition of "bonanza" farms. Small 
tradesmen are crowded or^ by great 
manufacturing establishments. 
Small 


merchants are pushed aside by depart- 
ment stores. Wngeworkers give place to 
machines. 


Monopoly of mines and forests has 


shut out the woodohoppcr and the char- 
coal burner and put up tho price of fuel 
to tne poor 100 pel' cent above its cost. 


Industrial organizations built on bor- 


rowed-capital float their shares on a 
speculative market, while the only priv- 
ilege left the poor is that of paying rent 
and taxes. 


Transportation is capitalized at three 


times its worth and courts allow divi- 
dends on the watered stock. 


Dollars and dimes ore instruments of 


commerce tho same as ships and railway 
cars, and :i few bankers hold the nation's 
treiitury iit their mercy. 


How destroy the monopolies? Destroy 


land monopoly by taxation. Tha fuel 
combine can be destroyed through gov- 
ernment ownership and management of 
the coal mines. The transportation mo- 
nopoly can be disposed of by the people 
building and owning their own roads. 
The money monopoly can be got rid of 
through a system of public banking. . 


How get the peoples employed? First, 


reduce thu hours of daily labor to seven 
or six or five/ so that all. may be en- 
gaged on tb.8 work that is to bo done, or, 
second, employ tha surplus labor on pub- 
lie work, or, third, nationalize all th,. 
great industries, or, fourth, and best of 
all, adopt each of these plans in part.--

SETTEE FOE SEAMEN. 


Bettor Conditions Secured to Thorn by the 


Clll Recently Passed by Concrosi. 
Union Feameu everywhere are cele- 


brating the passage by congress of bill 
No. 6399, which was the result of an 
agreement between the seamen, ship- 
owners and commissioner of-navigation. 
Among tho most important features ol 
the bill is that relating to provisions. 
It provides for tho following daily ra- 
tions: Water, 6 quarts; fresh bread, 1.^ 
pounds; tiscnit, one-half pound; pota- 
toes or yams, 1 pound; sugar, 3 ounces, 
lard, 1 onuce; butter, 1 ounce. The ra- 
tions of water and bread ara exactly 
doubled, whilo the items of lard, buttei 
and potatoes aro new. In addition to 
these improvements, there are weekly 
rations of canned meat, 2 pounds; fish, 
1 pound; tomatoes, 1 . pound; pickles, 
three-fourths pint; pepper and mustard, 
1 ounce each; cornmeal, 8 ounces; on- 
ions, 12 ounces.- The remaining items 
o£ 
flour,-peas,-beans, rice, coffee, tea, 


molasses, vinegar and salt are increased, 
while-the ration of beef and pork is de- 
creased one-fourth pound daily. Allot- 
ments arc prohibited in foreign going 
trade except to wife, mother or depend- 
ent relatives. 


Next in importance is the clause 


abolishing all imprisonment for deser- 
tion or failnro to join ship, either.in a 
homo or .foreign port, and limiting the 
punishment for such offenses to.the for- 
feiture of all or any part of the clothes 
and wages left by tho seaman. -The 
bill 


makes it compulsory instead of optional, 
as at present, for masters to fill vacan- 
cies in their crews cansed by desertion 
or casualty. Allowing a seaman- 24 
hours to buck out of his 'agreement to 
ship; providing that seamen paid off 
abroad on' account of the wreck of tho 
vessel shall be transported to a home 
port at the expense of the government; 
instead of at their own expense, as at 
present; increasing the .amount -pi 
wages due the seaman- immediately np- 
on his discharge from one-fourth to one- 
third ; providing that a, majority of the 
crow may.call a. survey upon, a vessel;

j'/erturning of a ferryboat last night, 1 
men are lying dead in the morgue, am 
it is possible that that number will bi 
augmented before the rescuers ceasf 
work. The accident occurred on the Olc 
river bed, near the ore docks of th.: 
Cleveland and Plttsburs Railway cor/i- 
pany. The ore handlers had just quii 
work for the day. and were waiting turn;- 
to cross the branch of the river on the 
flat-bottomed ferryboat which they hai 
provided for their use. A number ofth^ 
men had crossed. When the ferr> 
reached the doclc, the last time, at leas; 
20 men crowded upon it. The boat,.which 
Is about 30' feet long, and not more thar, 
four feet wide, would carry safely nor 
more than a dozen persons. The stream 
Is not wide, however, and the hurrying 
ore handlers had no thought of danger. 
The boat was pushed from the shore, 
and was being propelled across the 
stream. 
When it was about half way 


over it capsized. All the occupants wer^ 
thrown into the water. Those who re- 
mained on shore, alarmed at the capsiz - 
Ing of the little craft, at oncje threw life 
preservers and planks to the unfortunate 
men, 
but most of them sank like lead. 


A few, however, managed 
to swim 


ashore, while one or two were picked up 
by a tug. The flrst'report of the acci- 
dent placed the number of dead at 22, 
but that proved to have been an exag- 
geration. The life saving" crew, whosi 
station is near the scene of the acci- 
dent, was summoned at once, and the 
work of recovering the bodies from the 
river wag begun. Within an hour IT 
corpses bad bean laid side by side upon 
the dock, but the life savers continued 
the work. 


Aftur the 10 bodies had been taken 


from the water they were conveyed tc 
the morgue for identification. Follow- 
ing is the list of the dead at the morgue:

beftn unloading, was on tlie ferry when 
It overturned.. He thinks there must 
have been M or. more men on the craft. 
The boat was floating all right, he says 
until the steamer Aragon, a big ore car- 
rier, came down the river. The swel 
from that vessel caused it to rock, and 
the men became alarmed. 
Many ol 


them rushed to the side and jumped 
over before the boat" capsized. The wash 
from the Aragon carried them under 
the water, and several of them were 
drowned before help could reach them 
'The men struggled frantically," said 
Mastea,-"to save themselves, but they 
seemed powerless. When I saw that the 
boat was going over, I decided to stay 
with It. That Is what ssved my lite. I 
let the boat turn over on me, and by 
putting my head over over the water 
underneath it, I escaped the swell frorr
